REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We feel that we have had an unusually successful school year. The 
teachers and pupils have done excellent work, as those who have vis- 
ited the schools or who saw the exhibition of school work at the 
Grange fair can testify. 

Miss Kendall and Miss Stone both passed the state examinations in 
August and obtained permanent certificates which, according to a 
new law, entitles us to two dollars a week a piece from the state for 
each subsequent week taught by them. This money will be received 
at the next distribution of state money which takes place annually in 
December. We received this year a sum from the equalization fund, 
and by a little more effort on the part of the parents and pupils this 
may be made larger another year, for the amount proportioned to 
each town is based upon the per cent. of average attendance.
